The train approaches and passes through 
the tunnel, it has hardly passed through the tun- 
nel and around the curve when another train is 
seen rapidly approaching on the farther side of 
the tunnel. Clear and sharp it approaches closely 
and seems as tit would pass through the tunnel 
but just as it seems about to enter the tunnel it 
turns to the side and passes around it. The train 
is lost to sight for a moment behind the eiant 
rocks and then appears again at full speed head 
ing for the camera passing it with liehtnine 
speed, Trains on west bound track pass through 
the tunnel, east bound trainson riverbank around 
and outside the bluf, Only instance where one 
track passes through a tuunel and the other track 
outside, This is one of the best train pietures 
ever taken.

With a stamp of his foot a large shawl sud 
denly appears on the floor, picking this up and 
holding it before himself he jumps upward and with 
it disappears but is immediately seen walking on 
the stave from the side with the shawl in his hand 
He then throws the shawl to the opposite side and 
to the amazement of all is seen to ¢ateh it himself 
having disappeared from the opposite side from 
which he threw it. For the finish the conjurer 
takes the shawl, throws it in the air and then fol- 
lows it and returns to the stage with the shawl. 
Words cannot describe this wonderful and mys- 
terious filin, it must be seen to be appreciated, the 
dissolving effects and mysterious changes have 
never before been attempted in motion photo- 
rraphy.
